The tendency of all elections is to degrade 
the discussion of issues as the excitement of the 
conflict rises.

Bins to reach out for the cynical, the ignorant, 
and the unstable voters. This is the dangerous 
phase of an election campaign. For in this phase 
the temptation becomes greater and greater to 
ignore the sensible voters who are already com- 
mitted and perhaps equally divided and to try 
to catch hold of the more or less lunatic fringe 

It is at this point that partisans are under tre- 
mendous pressure to indulge in one or both of 
the great democratic vices; first, to evade, avoid, 
and confuse the issues, and to conceal from the 
people their real rs on the questions of the 
hour; to pooys the opposition with 
charges ns, and innuendo which, if they
